, FEEDING LIVE-STOCK. 


The Knotttart Problem Encountered by 
Oattle-BalMr* and Farmers. 


In the light of modern science the 


nethods of breeding and feeding cattle 
lave been so much improved of late 
rears that it ia claimed that the period 
jf maturity has been hastened more 
than one-half. The steer that was 
ready for slaughter at five years form- 
erly is now ready for the butcher in 
nearly hall that length of time, pro- 
vided tiiat the "forcing" method is 
used. The same ia the case with pigs 
and other animals that are raised for 
die market 
Almost any animal can 


36 forced to prematurity. Physiology 
reveals to us the methods by which fat 
can be produced by over-feeding, but 
whether the muscular growth of an 
animal can really be hastened by any 
process of feeding is very doubtful. 
Fat itself indicates a diseased condition 
of the system, and when found exces- 
sively abundant on an animal, it is the 
sure sign of a weak and enfeebled sys- 
,em. Continual over-feeding would 
soon sicken and kill a pig in this condi- 
tion unless the knife interferes before- 
hand to hasten its death. Pigs that 
have been raised by the "forcing" sys- 
tem—that is, brought to maturity in 
nearly half the time that it formerly 
took—always have an excessive amount 
of fat, which is often an entire waste to 
the farmer. 
If any particular class of 


swine diseases are prevalent these over- 
grown youngsters are almost sure to 
catch it first, and in the majority of 
cases they are the first to die of the epi- 
zootic. It is a matter of doubt whether 
or notthe diseases are not of ten induced 
by the abnormal condition of the ani- 
mals. 
As soon as the feeding season 


begins the spread of swine diseases in- 
creases, and many 
are tho 
losses 


through this cause. 


The "forcing" system is employed 


by nearly all cattle raisers; but when 
carried to an extreme it ia very doubt- 
ful if it proves profitable either to the 
producer or consumer. The only thing 
gained in forcing the maturity of tlie 
animal is time; tho same quantity of 
food is required whether the animal ia 
matured in nine months or two years(?). 
Tho condition of tho meat, however, 
ia jthe two animals is very 
differ- 


ent. The meat of the over-grown ani- 
mal is but half matured, and is devoid 
of much of its fHvor and nutritive 
quality. 
Moreover, it is overloaded 


with fat, which is a waste. 


Some farmeis have to use their best 


judgment in feeding their cattle, as 
many of them are not so highly edu- 
cated as to be able to conduct their 
feeding upon purely scientific prin- 
ciples. 
To force an animal properly 


requires considerable experience, and 
at least a practical knowledge of the 
scientific principles which govern tho 
growtli and development of the tissues. 
All fodder substances contain nutritive 
elements of one sort or another, but 
none contains a sufficient amount of 
each to warrant the exclusive feeding 
of it to the animals. Tho system re- 
quires a fixed proportion of the var- 
ious nutritive elements before it can 
reach the highest perfection of physical 
growth and development. If this ratio is 
not maintained between the food ele- 
ments, there is a loss in that one which 
contains tho excess. In times of extra 
feeding this law becomes the more ex- 
acting in its demands, because the sys- 
tem is being overstrained by the extra 
burden imposed upon it, and unless the 
utmost cnie is exercised, a consider- 
able loss will be the result, or even 
death itself will follow. No scientific 
rules can be laid down for feeding, the 
system of tho animal, the condition of 
the weather and climate, and tho com- 
parative value of the foods given hav- 
ing important effects in, determining 
the character of tho developing animal. 
Tho farmer must observe for himself, 
and in a sense experiment, until he is 
satisiied that ho has struck tho exact 
food ration required. Probably fiist- 
class hay comes tho nearest to a nor- 
mal ration of any separate food, but 
even this varies so that this statement 
amounts to but little of practical value 
to the farmer. 
Tho time and manner 


of cutting it might so change the 
character of it that it would not h.ue 
the same results in two different cases. 
The whole matter of feeding cattle, 
even after science has had its say, de- 
pends upon the judicious management 
of the farmer, 
and 
expeiimen'al 


knowledge rather than scientific must 
be the most valuable aid to him. —O 
E. Walsk, m Rural New Yorker.

attributed to the clouds of infinitesimal 
paiticlesof steel that arc produced by- 
passing elevated lailroad trains. In 
many instances the physician uses a 
loadstone in oulcr to locate the foreign 
substance, and if this is not al.so 
powerful enough to withdraw the steel 
he resorts to incisions of the cornea. 
The dispensaries are kept very busy by 
those who are too poor to seek aiUice 
and help elsewhere. One celebrated 
oculist from this steel cloud and other 
sources of ej e ti nublc enjoj s an income 
of over two hundred dollars a ilay. 
Many ordinary prcsciiption physicians 
are making the eye a specialty, anil it 
is having increased consideiatiou in 
colleges.—N. Y. Times.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—Seyeral decisions 


were announced by the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission yesterday. In the case 
of the Barton Stock Car Company against 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, and a 
number of other railroad companies in the 
West 
and 
Northwest, 
Commissioner 


Walker prepared a long report in which 
all the other members of the commission 
concur. The complaint in this case was 
that the railroad companion refused to pay 
the Burton company the usual mileage 
paid by all railroad companies for the use 
of cars of other companies and owners of 
cars, and also demanded for the trans- 
portation of live-stock in the Burton cars a 
higher rate than for carrying stock in or- 
dinary cars. 


The report concluded by saying thnt tlio 


case was not presented to Hio commission 
with satisfactory 
distinctness upon the 


question of hauling Burton curs westward 
empty, and that when Burton curs arc in 
use, company cars nro idle to a corre- 
sponding extent.

not improbable that other pertinent con- 
siderations may exist, mention of winch 
was not made in the cvidance, and which 
have not occurred to tho commission; And 
as the object of the present proceeding** 
was not to obtain damages for past oc- 
currences, but to obtain a settled and 
reasonable rule for future service, the com- 
mission do not put un rocunl.u finding that 
the additional clmr^us are unreasonable, 
although strongly impressed with tlie be- 
lief that such may be the case. 


The suggestions contained in tbo report 


are referred to the Western classification 
committee, and the case is retained by tho 
commission for future consideration. 


With reference to the payment of throe- 


quarters of u cent mileage for the HSP of 
the Burton cars, thti commission decide 
that there is no ground upon u Inch such 
payment can be ordered. 


In the cuse of Luther j.arrison and the 


Michigan Central railroad against the Chi- 
cago & (Jrand Trunk fur unjust discrimi- 
nation In refusing to sell to tlio public 
thousand mile tickets at the .sauio rate. 
charged to commercial travelers, Commis- 
sioner Morrison, who prepared tbis opin- 
ion, in conclusion, says: 


"Persons belonging to the class k n o u n 


as1 commercial travelers are not privile^eit 
to ride over railroads at lower rates than 
aro paid by other persons. 
Whatever 


reasonable rates commercial travelers arc 
made to pay, other travelers may be iniulu 
to pay. To charge one more than the other 
is an unjust discrimination, and this is trnu 
whothur tickets issued are mileage tickets 
or in some other form." 


Ileiico, the refusal to soil complainant a 


thousand mile ticket at $20, the price tlint 
the company was selling such tickets tn 
commercial travelers, and in neglecting tn 
publish rates at which defendant was soil- 
ing mileage tickets were alike in conflict 
with the Inter-Ktato Commerce law. 


In tho case of the complaint of the asso- 


ciated grocers of Ht. Louis against thoMis- 
souri Pacific Railway Company for charg- 
ing $26 for one thousand-mile tickets to, 
commercial travelers, and claiming that 
they should bo but $1&, tho petition is dis- 
missed.

How the Thing Can Be Economically 


Done With ^Great Benefit to 


the Service. 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—While camps of 


instruction, drill tournaments and gallery 
and range practice in markmanship form 
three valuable sources of improvement for 
the militia, an important additional mean's 
of efficiency might be obtained by a resort 
to the system of autumn maneuvers on 
which foreign countries lay so much stress. 
A movement is accordingly now in pro- 
ress to secure the co-operation of Congress 
and the army authorities in holding an 
annual series of field exercises, in which 
regulars 
and 
militia 
shall 
take 


part. 
Congress 
would 
be 
expected 


to make an appropriation for the trans- 
portation and maintenance of the militia 
during the maneuvers, while the War De- 
partment would direct all available regu- 
lar troops stationed in the neighborhood 
to participate. Tbo time selected would 
be October or late in September, when 
marching, which must form a large por- 
tion 
of 
tho 
field 
operations, 
could 


be done with safety and comfort. 
This 


idea, it will be perceived, is quite differ- 
ent from thut of the proposed National en- 
campment ot militia during tho first three 
days of July, on the field of Gettysburg. 
The experience of the present summer 
shows how small would be the chances of 
procuring, during the sweltering heats of 
July, an amount of practical work suffi- 
cint to 
justify 
the 
largo outlay of 


time and money in bringing the troops 
together. In autumn, on the other hand, 
good marching weather could be b« relied 
on. Carried out in a thorough and sen- 
sible way, autumn field exercises would 
undoubtedly 
prove 
successful. 
They 


would secure an approach to that periodi- 
cal mobilization of troops which is rightly 
held in European countries to be of prime 
importance. 
They would accustom regu- 


lars and citizen soldiers to act together as 
they would do in iictiml campaigning, so en- 
abling t'tteh to derive advantages therefrom. 
The militia would gather from their pro- 
fessional comrades points which must be 
learned from time to tune from those to 
whom soldiering is the business of life. 
The regular officers, some of whom have 
never seen a full rot>imeut of UnitodStates 
troops in line, would bt> able to exercise 
themselves in commands us general and 
field officers, to which, as in the civil war, 
they would bu culled, should 1 ostllitles on 
any extensive scale break out. 


Again, a propLT chuicc of ground for the 


maneuvers would lead to studies in attack 
and defense at or near points points where 
operations might bo actually expected in 
a war with u foreign country. The per- 
manent success of such experiments would 
probably be greatest if the plan adopted 
should be that of giving dilTeront sections 
of the country the bonelit ol1 them during 
successive years. 
For example, should 


Philadelphia be the sceim duri'ig one sea- 
son of maneuvers, it could engage the 
service of nil the National Guard to Cen- 
tral and Eastern Pennsylvania, MarjrJand, 
Delaware 
and 
Southern New Jersey, 


while regular l.altorios could bo sent 
from Washington and 
1'rinn New York 


harbor. 
A seroml SCI-IIH oi.' maneuvers 


might be on thi> lino of Lake Krie, whore 
militia forces of Ohio, Western New York 
iind Pennsylvania and soniu of the regu- 
lar infantry in gnrriion im tlie lake fron- 
tier eonld meet, ami if the seono of the 
!>l>enitions should l>e well 
1 o tlie West the 


National (ru;ir»l of Michigan, linliuna and 
Illinois conM join in with the troops from 
tlie new post nt Cbicugn. So. il' Chesapeake 
Hay or the Pntomai- should he made tho 
scene of ;i distinct set at' autumn ma- 
neuvers, the Virj> in ia troops con I rl |,e moved 
to Philadelphia or (iettyslnir^ or ntlier 
ground selected in Pennsylvania. 


Tho main idea would be not to incur too 


great expenses for transportation of troops 
from a great distum-c 
for maneuvers, 


which need only last two or three days, 
when by chaining tho scene in successive 
years the same practical results could be 
economically secured with a maximum of 
attendance from all t! oops, regular and 
militia, within a radins of several hundred 
miles. An ideal i-omlil ion M| favoring eir- 
cumstances for an'imni maneuvers exists 
in New York 
Harlxir. 
There, within a 


radius of ten 
nnles, is concentrated a 


larger force of National Uuard than can bo 
found anywhere else in ten times the area. 
Taking a radius of fifty miles the forces 
which.might bo gathered from New York, 
Connecticut and New Jersey -would be still 
mor*ieonsiderablc. Even tho most distant 
could be assembled at the required point in 
two or threo hours, while the vast f .cilities 
for economical water transportation 
by 


steamboats and barges would allow the 
landing of troops for a simulated attack 
on the New Jersey coast, on the south 
shore of Long Island, or on either shore of 
the Sound, according to the scene selected. 


Combined with this could be the rapid 


garrisoning of habor forts by a part of the 
militia for practice with heavy guns. The 
engineers at Willet's Point, the marines of 
the Navy Yard and detachments of blue 
jackets from tho North Atlantic squadron, 
could find misappropriate part in the 
exercises. Tlie main forces need go no 
further than Hempstoad Plains for an 
open battlefield, ami not so far for skirm- 
ishing. 


Whatever action Congress may tako on 


tho new proposition, tlio States of Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island and Pennsylvania 
could, with comparatively slight expense, 
arrange for u sei ies of autumn maneuvers 
lasting a day or two ever}- year in the region 
of New York, which would undoubtedly be 
a point aimed at by an enemy. The com- 
bined militia of these six States, with the 
portions of the regular army and navy 
available, could conduct a valuable scrie's 
of maneuvers at that point.

often, and some of them appeared to be 
•o new, that I did my utmost to get 
boyond the place before dark. 
The 


nnthoritios say that most of 
the 


brigands have been killed or driven 
away during the past year or two. a»d 


yet the natives declare that merchants 
•knd strangers are robbed and murdered 
even at the present time. With such 
gloomy reminders on every side, and 
evening slowly creeping on, I began to 
•regret that I had ever undertaken the 
trip. It waa too late to turn back, and 
the only course was to push on and try 
and reach the ranch. Soon the ami. 
neared the horizon and then slowly 
disappeared below it 
For a few mo- 


ments the clouds were tinged with the 
most exquisite colors, which soon faded 
and became cold and cheerless. 
After 


walking as rapidly as possible for hatf 
an hour I was delighted to find myself 
at the end of the forest and almost at 
the extreme limit of vegetation. In 
front rose the oone of Popocatepetl, 
more beautiful than ever in the dim 
twilight. A broad field of lava lay on 
the other hand, but not a sign of the 
ranch. The path became so poor 
that with the dim light it became 
almost impossible to keep from going 
astray. Only one thing remained to 
be done, and that was to camp out and 
wait till morning. 
The prospects 


ahead were any thing but pleasant. 
To sleep in the open air at an elevation 
of thirteen or fourteen thousand foot 
above the sea, without even a fire, was 
enough to make almost any ono shud- 
der. 
There was plenty of wood to 


burn, but 
the smallest light would 


attract the brigands to tho spot, and 
then my trip would como to a sudden 
ending. 
The pine trees were small, 


a'nd the 
branches 
reached almost 


to the ground, so it was an easy 
matter to gather a sufficient quantity 
of the brush to construct a place 
in which to sleep. Some of the smaller 
branches, with the aid of bunches of 
loose mountain grass, served very well 
as a mattress and pillow. All being 
arranged for the night, I took one last 
look at the dark, gloomy scene and 
then crawled inside of my hastily- 
built house. 
It seemed quite warm at 


first, but shortly after the wind began 
to blow through the side.-., making it 
very uncomfortable. 
To add to my 


misery, the visions of those fearful 
crosses on the roadside were constantly 
before my eyes, and sleep was out of 
the question. Whenever a twig or a 
branch cracked, I fancied it was a fool- 
step and expected the next moment to 
have a brigand standing over me, ready 
to plunge his knife. 
Occasionally the 


howl of a coyote sounded close nt hand 
and on several occasions I even fancied 
I heard the cry of n mountain lion. 
The hours seemed to be stretched into 
days, and yet from the position of the 
stars I could see it was not yet mid- 
night. 
The cold winds penetrated 


through every crack and crevice of my 
poorly-constructed hut and made it al- 
most unbearable. On several occasions 
it seemed impossible to remain longer 
without freezing. 
A tire, however, was 


out of the question, for it meant a pro- 
bable visit from the brigands nnd one 
more cross for the roadsides. All things 
come to an end, anil the long night 
tinally passed away. My one thought 
was to get away from the fearful pl:u-e, 
nnd without taking even a look at the 
glorious peak I started on a run down 
the mountain. Soon I came to n stream 
on the side of which 1 had walked tlm 
previous day. The water, however, 
was frozen solid, showing that the niglit 
must have been intensely cold. 
After 


reaching a lower altitude I began to 
feel warm and in goad .spirits again, 
and then fortlie first time felt heartily 
ashamed of having abandoned thetrip. 
About noon I reached Ameenmeen. and 
after a good dinner and a few gl,is-os 
of pulque I vowed I would re at li Uie 
summit of Po|>ocatepetl, and Mint with- 
out guides or mules, if it took a whole 
year to do it 


The resolution having been duly 


made, I laid in extra supplies of under- 
clothing, blankets and provisions and 
then mado arrangements to start early 
tho next morning. During the even- 
ing the agent and his French inter- 
preter called to loam the result of my 
trip and to triumph over my failure. 
They declared that the Americans were 
great people for railroads, but they 
were far inferior to the Mexicans when 
it came to climbing Popocatepetl. 
Tin- 


next day, shortly after sunrise', I w.-is 
up and ready to start. The path was, 
of course, the same over which I hail 
gone the previous day, but somehow I 
managed to wander off on a branch 
road and only discovered my mistake 
when the path came to n sudden end. 
A Mexican would consider a few oaths 
very appropriate on such an occasion, 
but being a good American I merely 
turned around and retraced my steps. 
Tho mistake was certainly a serious 
one, as it took nearly two hours of fast 
walking to reach the right path. After 
trudging and climbing over twelve 
miles of road and seeing no signs of 
the ranch, I determined to l 
the 


main path, cut across the spur of the 
mountain, and make tho ascent from 
the west side, instead of taking the long 
and tedious path usually followed? 
About five o'clock I came to tho lino 
where vegetation ended, and I decided 
to pass the night at that place. For 
hours I had been walking through for- 
ests of pines, but hint at last readied 
the limit beyond which neither plant 
nor tree dared to go. The mio-htv 
peak, covered with the dazzling coat 
of snow from tho summit to a point 
three or four thousand feet below, lay 
close at hand, while the distant fields, 
valleys and hills stretched in all direc- 
tions. The edge of th'e forest seemed 
to be partially sheltered from the winds, 
and would thus make the best camping 
place to be found. Having plenty of 
time 1 was not hurried as on the pre- 
vious day, and was able to construct a 
Substantial hjit in which to pass tho 
night. The' pln« trees were dry, so 
that it was an easy matter to' break ofl 
great branches. Thus by dnrk the 
work was finished, and after putting 


on all my extra clothing and having a 
hearty lunch, I crawled inside and pre- 
pared to pass the eight It was a lit- 
tle cold—the thermometer being con- 
siderably below the freezing point— 
and yet I managed to sleep well and 
wake up bright and early the next 
morning, prepared to finish the unijer- 
taking. 


i left the camp and struck across a 


sloping ridge composed entirely of fine 
volcanic dust and ashes. Walking was 
extremely difficult, as the loose ash»s 
had a disagreeable way of flying in all 
directions, and although the- distance 
was less than a thousand feet, nearly 
two hours were consumed in crossing 
the strip. A steep, rocky ravine then 
followed, and led to the foot of the 
glacier. 
A large stream of water, 


coming from the end of the field of ice, 
dashed over precipioes in its mad 
course, and was finally lost in the dis- 
tance. The ascent to the snow line 
was rapid but very laborious, and re- 
sulted in 
numerous 
bruises 
and 


scratches. 


By alternate freezing and thawing 


the snow on the oone has been turned 
into clear, transparent ice. in some 
places from fifty to one hundred feet 
thick. The surface, however, is cov- 
ered with half-frozen snow, partially 
molted, during the day time, but solid 
at night. Numerous small crevices 
aro on the lower edge, but none of 
them largo enough to be at all danger- 
ous. The ascent at first was at an 
angle of twenty degrees, but soon in- 
creased to nearly forty, making it 
almost impossible to advance except 
by crawling on tho hands and knees. 
The air became so rarefied that only 
a few steps could be taken at a time 
without panting and fairly choking for 
breath. 
After three hours of such 


climbing I arrived suddenly at the cra- 
ter. 
Before me lay an immense chasm 


nearly half a mile in diameter and per- 
haps one thousand feet deep. The at- 
mosphere was a trifle misty, and hid 
the more distant mountains, but almost 
at my feet lay the valley of Mexico, 
Puebla, and its fields, while far away 
the faint white outlines of Mount Ori- 
zaba could be seen. The edge of tho 
crater is of loose sand, the ice and 
snow ending abruptly, being prevented 
from advancing farther by the heat 
which rises from below. The vapors 
issuing from the various solfataras, the 
dazzling whiteness of the cone, and tho 
blue sky above produced a scene of 
wonderful 
beauty. 
Wishing

tained, 
I walked on 
the lip of 


the crater to the opposite side, aim there 
by menus of a clumsy hoisting-machine 
descended several hundred feet to a 
level where a number of Indians wove 
al, work. The air was filled with pois- 
onous vapors so dense that it seemed 
impossible for a human being to re- 
main in the place. Numerous small 
holes and crevices could be si en in the 
bottom of the abyss, from which the 
deadly vapors issued with considerable 
force. 
Around each opening a large 


quantity of sulphur is deposited each 
day, 
and forms the mine from which 


the valuable mineral is obtained. 
The 


supply seems to In- inexhaustible, for, 
no matter how much is gal hot-oil dur- 
ing the day, enough \ \ i l l bo deposited 
the following nij^lit to more than make 
up for what has been taken. 
After 


being gathered, the ci utle sulphur is 
carried to tho top ol the crater and 
thon shot down a slide over the ice for 
a distance of two or throe thousand 
feet. 
A small sublimating works is sit- 


uated near the snow line, and there the 
raw material is put into marketable 
shape and sent to different parts of the 
country. The poor wretches who work 
in the crater slay up there about two 
weeks at a lime, and then are sent to 
a lower altitude, where (hey remain for 
perhaps three weeks. 


After being- on the summit for an 


hour, J began to feel a strange, iliz/y 
sensation, and realized the necessity of 
returning at once to the valley below. 
Taking one last, look at the crater, and 
the panorama which was spread on 
every side, I began the descent. The 
glacier, which had been so hard to as- 
cend, proved to be a capital sliding- 
plnec in coming down, while the loose 
ashes made the softest kind of a cushion 
to run anil leap 
upon. The path 


through the forest and across the fields 
was as dusty as ever, and it, was only 
after n long and tiresome tramp that I 
tinally arrived at Amecnmeca several 
hours after sunset. Thus the trip, al- 
though ilh.u! its little drawbacks, was 
most successful, um( ollco m(>ro mv ex_ 
chequer, which was not in the most 
llourisliiuir condition, was saved from 
ruin —Mrnni Cor. {'Mcago Times.
